The man- 
ner of voting under the new law is this: Kach 
and every citizen is entitled to three votes, 
which he may distribute, according to his own 
inclinations, as follows : | 


The ballot made out in this form needs no fig- 
ures, but it shall be construed under the law that 
the elector desires to give John Smith, James 
Brown, and Henry Robinson one vote each. In 
all other cases, i: is necessary to place apposite 
the mame of the candidate yoted for 
the number of votes which the elector intends 
to give him. In case the purpose is to divide 
the votes equally between two candidates, the 


James Brown—1}¢ votes, 
Another form of voting is as 
John Smith—2 votes, 
James Brown—1 vote, 


Or, if it be the intention to cumulate the 
votes on a single candidate, the ballot should 
read ; 

John Smith—3 votes. 

The purpose of this law is that the | 
of the people in each district shall be repre- 
sented in the Legislature. It is thought that ite 
intelligent application will be felt in a partisan 
and in a non-partisan way with equally good 
effect. 

1. In a partiaan application, it is evident that 
the minority party will thus secure a representa- 
tion in perhaps every district in the State. The 


| majority party has everywhere, except in « sin- 


gle district (the Ninth) recognized the inevita-' 
ble result of the balloting under this system, 


and nominated but twa candidates for the Legis- 


lature where three. are to be elected. In 
this case the minority party must secure 
one Representative, no matter how small 
their vote may be, or how many candidstes they 
may see fit to place in the field. It is only in 
the rare case where the majority party has three- 
fourths of the popular vote that it cai nominate 
three candidates, and distribute votes impar- 
tially among them, without danger of losing 
their proportionate representation. In such 
case, the minority party should nominate only 
one candidate ; and, though the cumulation of all 
three votes on this candidate would not be suffi- 
cient to elect him as against a three-fourths 
popular vote evenly distributed upon the three 


defection from the méjority party, or the cumu- 
lation of a few of the majority votes upon one 
or two of their candidates, to give the minority. 
candidate the necessary plurality over one of his 
three competitors to secure his election. . 
2. The hope for an improvement in our Legis- 
lative system by the application of the minocity 
plan of representation is still greater from a 
non-partisan point of view. Its proper use will 
enable an intelligent class of citizens, who regard 
the formation of the State Legislature as a work 
entirely distiact from National politics, to assert 
a strepgth which would otherwise be overcome. 
Thus, in districts where the majority party has 
nominated only two candidates for the Legis- 
lature, the minority party has also nominated 
two candidates. The minority party will lose 
nothing by dividing its votes equally between ite 
candidates, as one of them sits he 
elected in onder te “complete the 
quota of three Bepresentatives from each 
district. ™m the event that one of the two 
candidates nominated by the majority party is 
notoriously unfit for Reprerentative, it is 
morally certain that a large number of voters be- 
longing will either cumulate all their yotes 
npon the other and less objectionable candidate, 
or will give the latter a part of their votes, and 
transfer either one vote, or one anda half 
votes, or two votes, to one or both of the oppos- 
ing candidates.

The Evening Journal and other kindred politi- 


| cal papers have recently sought to make it ap- 


pear that Senator Trumbull is » “‘demagogue.” 
The charge, of course, will have no effect upon 
his friends. At the same time, we doubt 
whether his bitterest opponents can listen to 
such a charge without feeling all the while its 
utter absurdity. Senator Trumball is the last 
man in the world upon whom euch a charge can 
fasten, A demagogue ia a man who caters to 
the sentiments of the mob, whether right or 
wrong, for his personel aggrandizement. As 


far eg this definition applies to politice, Senator 


Trumbull’s record shows that he has 
not the first element of the demagogue 
in his composition. He had always 
in his political life done exactly the thing which 
the demagogue would not have done, under the 
same circumstances. The charge oftenest 
brought against him is, thet he has kept himself 
aloof from the people; has not followed or 
truckled to the fluctuating phases of popular 
opinian, but has acted upon bis own convictions 


of right and wrong, expediency and inexpe- 


diency. At the impeachment trial of Andrew 
Johngon he voted to acquit, because he believed 
it to be right, even against the pressure of popu- 
lgr opinion. It was the last thing a demagogue 
would havedone. Ip identifying himself with the 
Cincinnati movyernent, he took exactly the oppo- 
site course from that which » demagogue 
would have taken. His course in thus 
declaring . himself independent of party 


| Geepotiem required courage, integrity, und 


and steadfast adherence to convictions of right, 


| qualities which are never-required of the dema- 


gogue. He held s high position in the Republi- 
can party, and was looked up to as one of the 
foremost exponents of real Republican prinei- 
ples. He could have had any office in that 
party by remaining in it, and voting in obedience 
to the Senate enucus. The demagogue would 
have clang to it, right or wrong. When, in his 
judgment, it was wrong, he left it, preferring to 
face obloquy and reproach rather than yield his 
convictions of the right. There is not one act 
of his public life in which his course is not ex- 
actly opposed to that which a demagogue 
would have taken. For the Jvening 
Journal, therefore, at this late day, to 
call him a demagogue, only shows that 
ite editors are as ignorant of the meaning of the 
word as they were of certain other words which 
they recently employed in reference to the Su- 
preme Court of Minois.
